‘The Kipling Letter he Criticized, 


Last night, we reproduced General Bul- 


Jer’s fonious speech for which be vas sent 
inte retirement. Tho following is Mr Rud- 
yard Kipling’s ‘cynical. levity’ letter (to 
which the General referred), asit appeared 
in the Spectator of the Sth October :-— 

Sir,—In tho your protest against tho 
appointments of Genorals Buller and Wood 
to command the Ist and 2nd Army Corps, 
it seems to me you have tnisged one aspect 
of the case—ils likeness to the aged 
anecdote of tho man with the ferret-bag of 
whom a fellow-traveller inquired tho con- 
tente. * Mongvoses.’ was the answor. ‘ My 
brother sees snakes, and I'm taking the 
mongeoses up to kill them.’ ‘But your 
brother doesn’t noo real snakes,’ ‘No, but 
those aron’t real mongeoses.” Three or four 
yours ago we should have accepted. both 
imaginary, army corps and imaginary gen- 
eral as serious additions to our defences ; 
but in the past twenty-four months we 
have been manufagturing 4 real Army, ete., 
in South Africa, Thanks to ‘Godeand the 
Mouser,’ we have there now latge bodies of 
meni habituated to the uso of arms, as well 
aa lenders who possess certain experionce 
of the conditions of actunl warfare, Not a 
fow of the latter -have by this date acquired 
sympathy, insight, and comprehension as 
regards matters that touch their profes: 
sional work and the needs. of the ‘nation. 
In like manner, each acvorditg to his 
Tights, but all more or Jess, the mnk and: 
file have imbibed new notions of the derail 
and aims of war. 

Behind these meh—it is well to remem- 
ver—stand a large proportion of the Eng- 
lish people intinintely connected with them 
by means of the penny post; and through 
that past informed with minuteness of the 
defects in fact and in essence vf tho syatetn 
unter which their kir sre omployed. They 
have paid no small price in money and in 
blood that there might be born an Army, 
liandled by fit and proven leaders. They 
feel that the nowiination to vital cemmands 
of the generals abuve mentioned is, perhaps, 
an inadequate return for their outlay. Tho 
stop suggests a revival of certain impeni- 
tent and unlearned methods which they 
have been many times assured the nation 
has‘ abandoned for ever. It scems ty in- 
dicate that, jin spite’ of the pledges of the 
Government,.the whole Army tnachine is 
tu bo hauled back as suun #8 may he ta the 
old rats df. impotence, pretence, and col- 
Iapae. Mon xoo “that: the chosen comman- 
ders are nut quite in touch with the real 
‘Army which with a little tact and a little 
serivasness might so ensily survive. It is 
not the triviahty or ineptitude displayed 
in this matter that appals, but the cynical 
levicy.—I am, Sir, etc.,
